Result of New Financial Policy 

Credit For Which Is Due to 

Deacon Granger, Head 

of Zlon Triumvirate 

Ono'Of the most important steps that 
Zion hju ' yet taken was that of Monday, 
when it was announced that Zion City coa- 
pous for merchandise would bo. redeemed 
in cash at face value and that hereafter no 
coupons would be issued, all payments for 
services being rendered in cash only. 

This is tho most Important 'service that 
Zion has rendered its people and it Is tho 
result of the Big Three, the triumvirate. 
It Is announced that beginning with Jan. 
L hereafter all Zion employes would be 
paid In cash. . 

Tho purpose Is" to put Zion on a more 
absolute cash basis. The: means for carry- 
ing out the new policy is the reduction of 
the working force to tbo bone, every man 
not necessary to, the industrial economy of 
the ecclesiastical kingdom being giyen bis 
discharge. The only industry not to fee) 
tbo new policy is the lace factory which is 
running at foil blast. .There has been a

Prison for sluggers and for man who 
hire them was the law's decree Friday 
In Chicago after a trial that In many of 
its aspects has .been unprecedented -in 
the' history of the city's courts.

It Is well cnougb to lay down the 
rule that ten pounds of corn will make 
one pound of pork, but rules may not 
giro, the results expected unless ap- 
plied under certain conditions. Some 
breeds of hogs will produce more pork 
on tho same food than others, aud 
even with a selected breed there will 
bo some Individual animals that will 
Increase more rapidly than others. In 
tho winter season, It the hogs are ex- 
posed, twenty or thirty pounds ot corn 
may ho required to make a' pound of 
pork. Care, nnd management are Im- 
portant, as well ns breed and food.

When tho cap wns removed nbout n 
gill of black; powder, which is In good 
condition, enmo out There wna some- 
thing elso inside, ao Mr. Stull contin- 
tied to dig, nnd at Inst dislodged 17d 
Icndcn bullets, each nbout flve-clghths 
of ah Inch In dlnmetcr, which bad 
been firmly embedded in brimstone.

It wna nlao lenrned by Mr. Stull that 
the wooden cap was n portion of the 
shell, tho method of shooting the shell 
being to place the cap on tho shell, 
with n fuBe lending through tho cap 
and tho bell metal to the Interior of 
tho Bliell.
